RESOLUTION 

Resolved , That it is the purpose of this resolution to establish a new 
permanent select committee of the House, to be known as the 
Permanent Select Committee on Intelligence, to oversee and make 
continuing studies of the intelligence and intelligence-related activities 
and programs of the United States Government, and to submit to the 
House appropriate proposals for legislation and report to the House 
concerning such intelligence and intelligence-related activities and 
programs. In carrying out this purpose, the Permanent Select Commit- 
tee on Intelligence shall make every effort to assure that the appropriate 
departments and agencies of the United States provide informed and 
timely intelligence necessary for the executive and legislative branches 
to make sound decisions affecting the security and vital interests of the 
Nation. It is further the purpose of this resolution to provide vigilant 
legislative oversight over the intelligence and intelligence-related activi- 
ties of the United States to assure that such activities are in conformity 
with the Constitution and laws of the United States. 
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(c) Nothing in this rule shall be construed as prohibiting or otherwise 
restricting the authority of any other committee to study and review 
any intelhgence or intelligence-related activity to the extent that such 

ac ivity directly affects a matter otherwise within the jurisdiction of 
such committee. 


(d) Nothing in the rule shall be construed as amending, limiting or 
otherwise changing the authority of any standing committee of the 
House to obtain full and prompt access to the product of the intelli- 
gence and intelligence-related activities of any department or agency of 

the Government relevant to a matter otherwise within the jurisdiction 
of such committee. 


3. ( a ) The select committee, for the purposes of accountability to the 
ouse, shall make regular and periodic reports to the House on the 
nature and extent of the intelligence and intelligence-related activities 

clml e ,i| an Tt. Partm f ntS f d agendeS of the United States. Such 
mittee shall promptly call to the attention of the House or to any 

other appropriate committee or committees of the House any matters 

requirmg the attention of the House or such other committee or 

committees. In making such reports, the select committee shall proceed 

in a manner consistent with clause 7 to protect national security. 


< b ) T he select committee shall obtain an annual report from the 

Jh ,re c!T °! tHe Pc" Intelligence Agency, the Secretary of Defense 
he Secretary of State, and the Director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. Such reports shall review the intelligence and intelli- 
gence-related activities of the agency of department concerned and the 

reltrfTit n*. c ‘ lgence - related activities of foreign countries di- 
rected at the United States or its interest. An unclassified version of each 

report may be made available to the public at the discretion of the 
select committee. Nothing herein shall be construed as requiring the 
public disclosure in such reports of the names of individuals engaged in 
m e igence or intelligence-related activities for the United States or the 
divulging of intelligence methods employed or the sources of informa- 
tion on which such reports are based or the amount of funds authorized 
to be appropriated for intelligence and intelligence-related activities 


(c) On or before March 15 of each year, the select committee shall 
submit to the Committee on the Budget of the House the views and 
estimates described in section 301(c) of the Congressional Budget Act of 
1974 regarding matters within the jurisdiction of the select committee.
